When 1 did get an agent 
involved for my next move to 
Luton Town, I simply sat outside 
the boss' of rice playing pool 
while my agent went in and 
spoke to the board and manager.

I'd 
never have asked for anywhere 
near the amount he got me ifl'd 
been the one in there haggling. 

These days, the amounts of 
money involved are staggering, 
and the players are the ones who 
hold all the aces. It's their faces 
on the merchandise and on the 
adverts, so they've replaced the 
clubs in terms of clout. Much as 
Sir Alex may not like it, agents 
are almost as powerful now as 
he is.
